Electric rate shock ahead 


Government ending consumer protections 


EDMONTONIANS AND CALGARIANS 
will get a taste of the “true cost” of 
electricity when their bills arrive in 
August, and it could come with a 
dose of “rate shock.” 

The government will begin the 
last phase of their long experiment 
in electriaty deregulation on July 1, 
moving to a regulated rate option 
that ses Albertans to a portion 
of the volatile monthly fluctuations 
of electricity prices. 

The government hasn't men- 
tioned the coming changes recently, 
even though they've been in the 
works since last summer. Liberal 
MLA and energy critic Hugh Mac- 
Donald filled in the communications 
gap earlier this month with a blunt 
warning. 

“When the regulated rate option 
comes off, consumer's electricity bills 
will go up once again,” MacDonald 
wrote in a press release. “This gov- 
ernment is failing to protect con- 
sumers.” 

MacDonald’s warning was likely 
written off by skeptics tired of the 
deregulation debate, but it deserved 
a second look. After all, the govern- 
ment’s own “Electricity Policy 
Framework” warned the coming 
change had “some risk of rate shock, 
if consumer education and aware- 
ness insufficient (sic), and an unex- 

pected high price scenario in later 
years,” 

Department of Energy-spokes- 
woman Lisa Fhankarug explained 
that the change will give Albertans a 
“clearer picture of the cost of electric- 
ity” by allowing their monthly elec- 
tricity bill to be determined by the 
market 

For now, consumers are protected 
from wild spikes in electricity prices 
ha system of “hedges.”

University fraud kept under wraps, 
detective says the crime is not unique | 


THE EDMONTON POLICE SERVICE IS 
protecting the identity of a woman 
charged with defrauding the Uni- 
versity of Alberta of more than 
$130,000. 

Detective Mark Johnson says the 
woman's name is being withheld 
because the investigating officer is 
concemed about her mental welfare 
and believes she might harm herself 
if her name is released to the public. 

For the same reason, the U of A 
department that employed the 
woman has not been identified. Det. 
Johnson confirms it is not standard 
procedure to protect the identity of 
the accused. 

Despite the magnitude of the alle- 
gations, the woman has only been 
charged with fraud over $5,000 and 
one charge of forgery. Det. Johnson 
says that, due to a lack of investiga- 
tive resources, detectives 
charges for the crime that is easiest 
to prove in court. 

The approach helps the fraud unit 
plow through a backlog of investiga- 


tions that stretches back as far as two 
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providers to buy longer-term elec- 
tricity contracts from generators, 
which in turn provides price stability 
to the home user. 

This will change come August, as 
20 per cent of consumers’ electricity 
bills will be determined by market 
rates. The plan is to expose con- 
sumers to another 20 per cent of 
monthly rate fluctuations every year 
until the current hedge system has 
disappeared completely. 

“It’s the same way natural gas is 
calculated. It’s going to bring it in 
line with that calculation,” said 
Fhankarugq. 

But there is one key difference 
between your electricity bill and 
your natural gas bill: the govern- 
ment subsidizes natural gas bills 
whenever the price spikes. That's 
not going to happen with electricity. 

“A gas developer makes some 
money and pays a royalty that 
comes back to consumers,” as a 
rebate on their gas bill, Fhankarug 
explained. However, with electricity 
“there aren't any rebates or revenue 
generated that can come back to 
Albertans in that form.” 


PASSION OF THE PRICE 

One thing has become clear since 
the government began tinkering 
with the province's utilities: con- 
sumers are averse to spending more 
on electricity than they have to. 

The government was going to 
expose customers to the full volatili- 
ty of the electricity market this July, 
but modified their plans last sum- 
mer after a consumer outcry. 

Alberta’s Conservatives hoped 
rate fluctuations would be solved by 
having electricity retailers offer con- 
sumers attractive contracts with 
competitive prices. The problem was 
that too few competitors entered the 


Alberta marketplace for that to hap- 
pen, and contract prices have always 
been set above the regulated rate. 
The province's former Utility 
Consumer Advocate, Roger Jackson, 
even speculated that the province's 
residential market was too small for 
that competition to ever happen. 
The final nail in the deregulation 
coffin was thought to have come last 
summer when Premier Ralph Klein 
said that he would not choose an 
energy contract over the regulated 
rate until retailers’ prices improved. 
Shortly afterwards, Energy Minister 
Greg Melchin promised that some 





sort of regulated rate would always 
be in place to protect consumers. 

But Melchin’‘s promise is not the 
policy. 

According to the government’ 
own policy the regulated rate is slat- 
ed to disappear by summer 2010. 

“It's ideology more than market 
reality. Every year or so they come 
out with a paper trying to make the 
system work better,” MacDonald 
said. 

And it appears those efforts to 
make the system work better is 
focused on doing so for energy 
retailers first, and consumers second. 


Exploring six options for the regu- 
lated rate last year, the Department 
of Energy fretted that customers 
“might not transition to the competi- 
tive retail market” in the current sce- 
nario. 

The department discounted a 
three to five-year hedge in part 
because it“cannibalizes key retailer 
value proposition,” and “customers 
would feel protected and may not 
sign competitive contracts.” 

The Department of Energy will 
conduct “full industry and con- 
sumer reviews” as their new policy 
is implemented, spokeswoman 

q said. 

MacDonald has already reviewed 
the policy and has a warning for 
consumers. 

“They're trying to drive you into 
the hands of the marketers,” he said.

but women still have few options 


TWO ONTARIO WOMEN ARE CHAL-

| accommodation in Edmonton. 
| According to Leilani Farha and Ruth 


Goba of the Centre for Equality 


| Rights in Accommodation, the real 


problem is access to available space. 

Farha points to Edmonton's 
vacancy rate—which at 5.3 per cent 
is well above the 2.7 per cent nation- 
al average—as an indication that 
there is no shortage of space, but 
rather limited access for people in 
need. The women reported their 
findings at a workshop on improv- 
ing housing conditions for women. 

“It’s about policy, the labour mar- 
ket, social assistance rates, and eligi- 
bility requirements,” says Farha. 
“There is a systemic failure to see the 
interconnectedness of issues that 
relate to housing that needs to be 
addressed.” 

For many people, finding and 
securing the right apartment is 
inconvenient and stressful. Farha 


and Goba say for marginalized — 


groups like Aboriginal women the 
task can be nearly impossible. 

One 2005 report on the status of 
women showed 1.5 million adult 
women in Canada were living in 
poverty in 2003. Aboriginal women, 
especially single mothers, have the 
highest incidence of poverty in 
Canada—more than twice the rate of 
non-Aboriginal women. 

Single mothers are hit especially 
hard. In Edmonton, a single parent 
on social assistance with two or 
more children receives just $525 
shelter allowance. According to the 
CMHC, average rent for a 2-bed- 
room apartment is $732. 

“Inadequate welfare rates pre- 
clude access to private market hous- 
ing,” says Goba, putting the blame 
squarely on governmental shoul- 
ders. 

She noted that women often end 
up in unhealthy and unsafe living 
situations when faced with income 
shortfalls. a 

“If something goes wrong—like a 


Bets child falls from a window because 


there is no screen—the mother is 
unfit,” she says. 

If the home is deemed unfit the 
children will be apprehended, and 
the mother’s problems rapidly mul- 
tiply. With the children gone, the 
woman no longer qualifies for shel- 
ter allowance. No shelter allowance 
means no housing, and no housing 
means no children. 

Even when they have adequate 
income, women may find applica- 
tion requirements impossible to 
fulfill. 


Newcomers, young women and 
women fleeing abusive relationships 
often have no rental or credit history. 
Low-income families do not qualify 
because of minimum income 
requirements. Mothers find land- 
lords unwilling to rent to them and 
their children. 

“Housing doesn’t stand alone,” 
Farha explains. “There's an income 
side to all this. No one is willing to 
admit that most people who are hav-

To Meredith James, cycling isn't a com- 
petitive recreation, an extreme sport, or a 
specialized niche job. It's her day-to-day 
transportation. 

But as a "committed" cyclist, Meredith 
does more than ride. She tas to other peo- 
ple about riding, and often, why they don't. 

"People have all sorts of reasons why th 
won't cycle for transportation," " Meredita 
says. While some jobs do require vehicles, 
making bike commuting ies bosile, rea- 
sons ike lack of shower facilities don't pass 
Meredith's sniff test. "You don't have to ride 
all-out to get to work," she says, which keeps 
the sweat factor out of the equation. 

Fitness, fun, and fossil-fuel free are the 
five f's of Meredith's cycling active citizen- 
ship. Bike commuting provides exercise, out 
door recreation, and @ measure of libera- 
fion from the multinational oil companies 
that excavate the land, change the climate, 
pollute the air, and shape foreign policies. 

Environmental experts say that driving a 
car is the ag aga act an ordinary citi- 
zen commits. The average North American 
car emits about 2 grams each of oe 
oxides and volatile organic compounds (like 
pear ce benzene), plus another 195 
grams of carbon, for every kilometre driven.

That's almost four tonnes of air pollution if 
you're an average Canadian driver. Cutting 
into the 20,000 kilometres most drivers put 
on per year by 10 or 20 percent would 
make a big contribution to cleaner air and 
reduced greenhouse gas emissions. 

And health experts say that people should 
take part in ‘moderately intensive activity’ 
lasting 30 minutes at least five times per 
week, and name cycling as an effective way 
of achieving this goal, A 30-minute bike ride

Anyway, after the press specifical- 
ly goaded our fans into partying 
more than Calgary, all the media did 
was chastise those few who knew 
damn well that the stupider they 
acted, the better chance they’d have 
of getting on the front cover of our 
complicit, subsequently profiting, 
fear-mongering newspapers. 

(An overlooked story has all along 
been how 30,000-plus people were 
actually ecstatic together, despite the 
hand-wringing insistence that the 
celebrations were “ruined” or 
“spoiled.”) 

I bet Muslims right now wouldn't 
like to hear that their culture is 
“ruined” or “spoiled” because of the 
schemes of some, any more than 
U.S. Marines do after the notewor- 
thy performance of some of their 
own in Haditha. 

But as long as diverse humans 
gravitate towards, and consider 
superior, our specific tribal identi- 
ties, such as Oilers fan, Tory, al- 
Qaeda operative, or Christian, we're 
going to keep ripping each others’ 
eyes out (and selling even more 
newspapers). 

Chances are the level of indoctri- 
nation of someone willing to blow 
up the beautiful CBC HQ in hopes of 
seeing a giant signature from God is 
too deep for him to hear this, but I’m 
going to try anyway: 

Buddy, it’s okay. We're all one 
people and I wish you didn’t feel 
the way you do. So what can I do 
to help?

Harper borrows from Dubya’s media manual 


DESPITE BEING THE LONGEST-SERVING 
member of the White House press 
corps, Helen Thomas almost never 
gets to ask George Bush a question. 

That's because Bush controls who 
asks the questions and he doesn’t 
like the kind of tough, doubting 
questions that she asks. Given a rare 
chance recently, she pointedly asked 
him: If the Iraq war wasn’t about oil, 
what was it about? 

If Bush hadn’t had such tight con- 
trol over the media, his plan to 
invade Iraq might have come under 
the kind of public scrutiny it so 
badly needed. 

Canadian prime ministers have 
traditionally been more accessible to 
the media, which has obliged them 
to submit to a basic level of public 
scrutiny. Stephen Harper wants to 
change this. Like Bush, he wants to 
select who gets to ask the questions. 

Reporters who want airtime and 
prominence will quickly learn not to 
be like Thomas. They’II learn just to 
type down the Prime Minister's 
words. 

Harper insists the Ottawa press 
gallery is biased against him. He's 
trying to use the allegation of “liber- 
al media bias” just as Republicans 


Opposition. In fact, they have simply 
been asking questions, including 
questions the Prime Minister might 
prefer not to answer. 

This is essential. Although elected 
with a weak minority, Harper is tak- 
ing the country in some radical

directions. Who will hold him to 
account? The Liberals are leaderless

Harper's unwillingness to submit 
to freewheeling media questions 
suggests an anti-democratic tenden- 
cy.

Strauss’s ideas have been cultivat- 
ed in Canada by the so-called Cal-

use it to intimidate the U.S. media. 

In reality, virtually all major Cana- 
dian media outlets are large corpora- 
tions that view much of Harper's 
agenda favourably. The media co- 
operated with Harper's election 
strategy of presenting himself as a 
moderate, allowing him to shed his 
image as an ideologue who once 
headed the ultra-right National Citi- 
zens Coalition. The Globe and Mail 
helped him out right before the elec- 
tion with a banner front-page head- 
line: “Harper says he’s evolved.” 

Harper now accuses Ottawa 
reporters of taking on the role of 


clique at the University of Calgary— 
with which Harper and his mentor 
Tom Flanagan have long been asso- 
ciated. 

Strauss was deeply suspicious of 
democracy. He argued that the pub- 
lic isn’t capable of making intelligent 
political decisions, and so should be 
kept pacified rather than informed. 
The real decisions should be left to 
an elite. 

With the elite making the deci- 
sions for a docile, dim-witted public, 
who needs the media—except to 
type down the Prime Minister's 
words?

Poe’s last days 


Historical mystery tinted with shades of Edgar 





THE POE SHADOW 
By Matthew Pearl 
Random House, 370 pp., $32.95 





BALTIMORE, 1849—EDGAR ALLAN POE 
has just been buried. 

As fate would have it, the burial is 
witnessed by Quentin Clark, a 
young lawyer and ardent Poe fan 
shocked by the fact that there are 
only four people in attendance, and 
that the whole burial seems a sad, 
rushed, almost secretive affair. 

In truth, young Clark is in the 
minority in thinking of Poe asa 
great literary figure at this time. 





Most of the world regards Poe as lit- 
tle more than a hack writer for mag- 
azines—and a drunk, to boot. 

Clark puts his own career, reputa- 
tion, and his engagement at risk by 
trying to discover the riddle posed 
by the scanty knowledge available of 
Poe's last days. To assist him in his 
endeavors, he turns to two French- 
men for help. They are Baron Claude 
Dupin and Auguste Duponte. 

Both men are believed, by varying 
sources, to have been the model for 
Poe's great detective, C. Auguste 
Dupin, of The Murders In The Rue 
Morgue fame. The two men, howev- 
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er, are of vastly different characters 
and may have their own secret rea- 
sons for becoming involved. The 
first seems interested only in money 
and notoriety. The other, after first 
expressing total disinterest in the 
whole affair, gradually becomes 
involved for reasons that seem ever 
more obscure to the young attorney. 

Matthew Pearl is poised to 
become one of the leaders in the art 
of the historical mystery novel. His 
first book, The Dante Club, was built 
around Henry Wadsworth Longfel- 
low’s first American translation of 
Dante Alighieri’s Inferno, and fea- 
tured as characters—besides 
Longfellow himself—the likes of 

t/author Oliver Wendell 
olmes. 
Pearl's background as a Dante 


“scholar ensured that the historical 


characters were treated in a realistic 
fashion and didn’t behave in ways 

alien to the actual people they were 
based on. Besides being accurate, it 


was a terrific read. Now, Pearl treats 
his readers to another literary 
thriller, The Poe Shadow. 

It’s an exciting read, steeped in 
period detail and full of sinister 
twists and turns. At various points, 
Pearl weaves in international politi- 
cal machinations, a scarred but beau- 
tiful female assassin, interests in the 
Baltimore slave trade, and the real- 
life mystery of the details of Poe’s 
final week of life. 

Once again, Pearl's strength is tak- 
ing actual historical facts and blend- 
ing them into a compulsively read- 
able thriller. You can see, hear, taste, 
smell, and practically touch 19th 
century Baltimore and Paris, such 
are the convincingly tactile qualities 
of the book. 

Quentin Clark is an engaging 
character. He’s smart enough to be 
admirable, naive enough to be 
charming, and his devotion to Poe is 
such that he will touch the hearts of 
anyone who's been a “fan” of any-

one or anything. 

Pearl also offers a couple of expla- 
nations regarding Poe's final days 
which are worthy of not only the 
best historical researchers but of the 
great detective C. Auguste Dupin 
himself. 

Besides, it will encourage the 
reader to dip once again into any 
number of Edgar Allan Poe's classic 
stories.

The rules, which served in their time to 
quash confusion between rival public 
schools, are a sign for today’s “fair 
play.” Players are explicitly forbidden, for 
exam) ay affixing wih to the soles of 
their football boots that could injure another 
player. Indeed, these are the rules that creat 
ed our modern game. 

We should not be surprised, therefore, 
that The Rules of Association Football 1863 
recently made a list of “12 Books that 
Changed the World.”

Delux Burger Bar makes a convincing case

I HAD SPENT THE MORNING MOUN- 


tain-biking with my son and I don’t 
mind telling you that the whole 
thing left me feeling a little... macho. 
Y'know... virile. 

Granted, we had only completed 
a remarkably flat loop around 
Hawrelak Park, but I’m a lily-white 
college boy and I had mud on my 
leg, so that’s about as tough as | get 
(unless you count the time I gota 
blister helping my father-in-law put 
up a trellis for his sweet peas... but I 
digress). ; 

After some belly-bumping and 
high-fiving back at the truck, I sug- 
gested to my son that we end the 
thing right by getting some burgers. 
After all, burgers are necessarily 
what burly out-of-doors types eat... 
right? My son immediately suggest- 
ed we go to his favourite Scottish 
restaurant (McDonald’s), but I had 
bigger plans—Delux. 

If ever there was a burger joint 
designed for a late thirties male feel- 


ing virile, it’s Delux—the ultra-hip 
and cool burger version of the Cen- 
tury Hospitality Group's successful 
downtown steak house, Lux. In 
keeping with its downtown buddy 
that serves upscale comfort food, 
Delux aims to be a chic take on the 
foods so familiar to 20 to 30 year- 
olds (like nachos, chicken wings, and 
burgers) with some snooty uptown 
ingredients thrown in. 


making a big, pretense out of serving 
mall food. In a weird way, I had the 
strange sensation that the whole 
thing was just a big charade. It’s like 
a restaurant for “tweens”, with the 
“tweens” in this case being late 
twenty to early thirty year-olds who 
have graduated from eating at 
Earl's, but aren't ready for grown-up 
food yet. 

Most of the menu items are trendy 


Any other place that claims to have 
the best burgers in Edmonton should 
consider a new marketing scheme 


For example, Delux serves things 
like nachos with lobster and Angus 
beef burgers on ciabatta. Adding to 
the trés hip factor is the fact that the 
restaurant's decor is ultra-trendy. 

I'm not a food snob by any stretch 
of the imagination, but at the outset I 
felt compelled to not take Delux seri- 
ously owing to the fact that theyre 


takes on teenager favourites, the 
wine list is designed to be recogniz- 
able—Yellow Label, Hardy's and 
other easily pronounceable sweet 
liquor store favourites—and the fea- 
tured cocktails are all sugary-sweet, 
oddly coloured concoctions 
designed to not taste like booze. 
Nonetheless, my burger (the 


urban classic $9) was cooked to 
absolute perfection, leaving it moist 
and juicy so that it really did fall 
apart in my mouth, and it had a 
slight crust on the outside that gave 
it a little cunch when | bit into it. 
The bun was chewy without being 
tough and smelled of fresh yeast and 
butter, while the tomato, purple 
onions and lettuce were all distin- 
guishable in each bite meaning they 
weren't routed by a salty over-sea- 
soned patty. 

The cheese, which I usually pass 
on because it doesn’t add to the taste 
at all in most places, was also out- 
standing in that there was a sharp- 
ness to it that brought it to the fore of 
each bite. 

The fries (which have to be 
ordered as extras) were likewise 
expertly prepared. 

They were home-cut white russet 
potatoes cooked in fresh oil ata 
proper temperature, which resulted 
ina nice crisp and relatively non- 
greasy fry. I honestly couldn't find a 
thing to complain about with the 
meal or the service. Quite frankly, 
any other place that claims to have 
the best burgers in Edmonton had 
better seriously consider a new mar- 
keting scheme, because they are no 
longer number one. 

Delux is like an invitation to sit at 
the really cool kid’s table in the cafe- 
teria, and a big part of me wants to

THE FINAL PROJECTS OF U OF A INDUS- 
trial Design grad students Kerry 
Harmer (Obsolescence of Desire) and 
Ghassan Zabaneh (Rhino) go beyond 
the superficial concerns people 
imagine are the foundation of their 
field. Both students’ projects exem- 
plify the higher aspirations of indus- 
trial design—that thoughtfully creat- 
ed objects can influence not just the 
way we use them, but can also exert 
a broader tug on our culture. 

“I was looking at material culture 
and how people interact with 
objects,” explains Harmer. “There 
are three sorts of obsolescence: obso- 
lescence of technology, where some- 
thing becomes outmoded; Obsoles- 
cence of quality, where things are 
only meant to endure a certain peri- 
od of time, like clothing for one sea- 
son; and obsolescence of desire, 
which is related to how long we 
want to keep something. We talk 
about making things sustainable, but 
ultimately, we don’t encourage peo- 
ple to keep things. If we want to 
design inherent durability into 
things, we have to look at why we 
get attached to an object.” 

Harmer divided products into 
three expected lifespans (how long 
people were expected to want to 
hold onto an object): short (up to five 
years), medium (five to 20 years), 
and long (over 20 years). She weight- 
ed different principles of sustainable 
design within each category. 

“If something is a novelty item 
that’s only around a few months, it 
becomes very important to use 


benign materials and less harmful 
processes,” Harmer states. “You 
don’t want to use plastic that’s going 
to sit in a landfill for 500 years.” She 
also identified critical psychological 
factors that foster long-term attach- 
ment to objects. 

The next step was to demonstrate 
what her research would look like in 
the real world. Harmer designed 
three faux IKEA chairs, one for each 
lifespan she described in her initial 
work.

The chairs were all for a hypothet- 
ical IKEA customer named “Jane.” 
The short-term chair, designed fora 
student Jane, is made out of recycled 
cardboard, and can be recycled 
again when the itinerant student jet- 
tisons it. 

A graduated Jane buys a medium- 
term chair, an upholstered number 
that turns into a futon bed. 

As anew mom, Jane opts fora 
solid wood rocking chair. “She may 
nurse her child in that. It becomes a 
‘living object,’ with an emotional 
legacy and symbolism. That has 
longevity,” adds Harmer.

“The current training situations 
for reconstructive and plastic sur- 
geons doing rhinoplasty—nose 
operations—don’t allow them to 
train effectively hands-on, in a way 
that improves their dexterity and 
hand-eye coordination. There was a 
need for a way to practice and do 
theorizing and experimentation that 
you don’t want to do on a real 
patient,” he says. 

Zabaneh was asked to look at 
developing a training module, per- 
haps something based on virtual 
reality. He quickly rejected the high- 
tech approach. 

“In the larger context of what I 
was doing, I was involved so long 
with technology—in 3-D— that I 
was being critical of using it the last 
couple years. I feel the conventional 
utilization of high-tech in health care 
is somehow abused; certainly 
overused. There are a lot simpler sit- 
uations to health care dilemmas, but 
it’s always towards the silver bullet, 
tech that hasnt been proven and is 
expensive.” 

The designer developed a free- 
floating nose out of plastic that can 
actually be operated on. The nose 
looks kind of like a real nose encased 
ina jelly plaque, and feels real, in 
terms of its resistance to pressure 
and the way it can be moved 
around. 

The surgeon who is working with 
Zabaneh has pronounced it “very 
satisfactory” and they will be unveil- 
ing the low-tech practice nose at a 
reconstructive surgery conference 
soon. 

“My aim was to makea cheap, 
affordable answer, that will be easier 
to disperse, and more access,” says 
Zabaneh, holding up the plastic

A PRAIRIE HOME COMPANION 

Directed by Robert Altman, Starring Garrison 
Keillor, Lindsay Lohan, Meryl Streep, Now 
Playing, kat 





ON THE FACE OF IT, FOLKSY RACON- 
teur Garrison Keillor’s long-running 
old-time radio pastiche “A Prairie 
Home Companion” seems like an 
odd subject for director Robert Alt- 
man to tackle. 

His best films, like MASH (1970), 
Nashville (1975), and The Player 
(1992), are bitingly acerbic ensemble 
pieces in which the measured and 
deliberate accumulation of damning 
details in a freewheeling, almost 
non-narrative style suddenly, and 
quite insidiously, reveals a devastat- 
ing blanket indictment of the foibles 
of Middle America. 

Like a sucker-punch to the gut, 
his trademark observational style, 
with its characteristic overlapping 
and interrupted dialogues, skewers 
the mores of the American Heart- 
land with a cruel and clear-eyed 
accuracy. 

On the other hand, Altman has 
never been particularly good at the 
kind of fuzzy nostalgia that seems to 
be Keillor’s stock in trade, and 
handsomely appointed recent films 
like Kansas City (1996) and Gosford 
Park (2001), which appear to be 
more about glossy period décor and

less about social criticism have tend- 
ed to seem more flaccid than mor- 
dant; they’re pretty to look at, yet 
disappointingly completely out of 
touch with contemporary politics 
and daily life. 

Moreover, his forced attempts at 
down-home whimsy in films like 
Brewster McCloud (1970) and Popeye 
(1980) have been almost uniformly 
disastrous. 

There’s something terribly self- 
indulgent about Altman at his 
worst, with the improvised snatches 
of banal conversation seemingly 
bordering on self-parody. 

Yet A Prairie Home Companion is 
much closer to being “classic” Alt- 
man than something like Gosford 
Park, even if in the end it never real- 
ly goes anywhere in particular. It’s 
very easy to mistake Keillor’s 
desert-dry wit for an unthreatening 
conventionality—one wonders how 
many of his legions of fans across 
the U.S. have done just that—but, 
indeed, that’s the point. 

Like Altman, and his most obvi- 
ous comedic forefather Will Rogers, 
Keillor’s humor is sly and subver- 
sive, and A Prairie Home Companion 
is far more than the typical blue- 
grass music programme. 

Keillor’s midwesterners may be 
quaint, but they’re also fatalists, “a 
people who believe it could be 
worse,” and to whom he advises “if 
you ever feel happy, wait a 
moment. This will pass.” 

In what is, perhaps, the best 
homily the film serves up, he 
observes that the citizens of the 
American heartland “feel like if you 
ignore bad news it goes away.” 

This, then, is more than a tuneful 
caprice or a shaggy dog story about 
the final live broadcast of “A Prairie 
Home Companion” from the 
Fitzgerald theatre in St. Paul, Min- 
nesofa. It’s a meditation on the state 
of the nation and the people in it, 
and something of an elegy. 

Not even the private eye anti-hero 
Guy Noir (Kevin Kline) or the mys- 
terious avenging angel disguised as 
a femme fatale (Virginia Madsen) 
can dig America out of the hole it’s 
got itself into, and the practical peo- 
ple have resigned themselves to 
looking the other way until it’s 
all over. 

That's not to say there isn’t also a 
lot of fun and playfulness both in 
the film and in the performances. 

Standouts include Meryl Streep 
as a ditzy fading country star, 
Woody Harrelson and John C. Reil- 
ly as the flatulent and irreverent 
singing duo of Dusty and Lefty 
(who, incidentally, deliver Keillor’s 
song “Bad Jokes” with suitable 
panache), and Tom Keith, the real 
sound effects guy from the show. 

The much heralded appearance 
of Lindsay Lohan, who contributes 
a song (a Keillor re-write of “Frankie 
and Johnny” which includes cheeki- 
ly updated lines like “she shot that 
bastard in the heart”) and some inef- 
fectual teenage posturing to the mix, 
is a bit of a letdown. 

She doesn’t have much to do as 
Streep’s bleached blond daughter, 
and she fails to break fre¢ of the teen 
stereotype set out for her in her Dis- 
ney features, although she’s got the 
“moody adolescent” thing down to 
a science now. 

Despite her self-overconfidence, 
she won't be winning any Oscars 
any time soon.

it would be awfully hard to present 
this premise without at least some 
sentimentality, although the film is 
certainly guilty of hammering the 
point home.

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Silent Night drifts through the 
trenches while tired and homesick 
soldiers hold their breath. [t would 
equally take a credulous viewer to 
not be miffed at Carion’s relentless 
emotional manipulations 

Merry Christmas works fine as a 
kind of Hallmark Holiday special— 
an enjoyable if slightly overwrought 
reflection on the pointles 
war, but it should have aimed 
higher. 
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SINCE IT FIRST PLAYED THE EDMON- 
ton Film Festival back in October, 
Julia Kwan’s debut feature Eve and 
the Fire Horse has become the Best 
Recent Canadian Film That No 
One’s Ever Seen, collecting a raft of 
accolades and awards on the indie 
circuit including, most notably, the 
Special Jury Prize (and a nomination 
for the Grand Jury Prize) at Sun- 
dance in January. 
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Kwan's movie has been getting 
some enviably good press, with both 
CBC and CTV covering the Sun- 
dance win, but until now, ina tire- 
somely familiar scenario, there was 
no way for anyone to actually see it. 

All that’s about to change howev- 
er, with Eve set to open at the 
Princess this week, and, while you 
may be slightly suspicious of can- 
con boosterism since Cronenberg 
and Egoyan’s bids for mainstream 
stardom self-destructed so ignomin- 
iously last year, it definitely lives up 
to all the hype. 

Kwan presents a deft and fully 
realized coming of age tale that man- 
ages both to avoid all the pitfalls of 
the genre, and to revitalize it with 
some wildly inventive CGI twists. 

The film tells the story of Eve 
(Phoebe Jojo Kut) and her sister 
Karena (Hollie Lo), two young 
Asian girls growing up in Vancou- 
ver in the mid “70s who convert to 
Catholicism in an attempt to find 
their place in the wider community, 
and who must deal with the pres- 
sures of balancing western cultural 
influences with their Chinese 
heritage. 

It is perhaps hardly surprising 
that it at first bears a deceptive 
resemblance to all those bland but

worthy TV movies that set out to 
promote multiculturalism, and 
indeed, there are enough mawkishly 
emotive scenes of culture clash here 
to remind one of the most overdone 
of CBC after-school specials on the 
subject. 

But Eve and the Fire Horse is, in fact, 
much more (and, it must be added, 
much more interesting) than a gov- 
ernment sponsored paean to the 
advantages of a pluralist society. 
Director Julia Kwan has not only cre- 
ated a beautifully evocative family 
portrait, but a magical-realist drama 
where the fantastic possibilities 
opened up by the meeting of two 
cultures, as envisaged by the imagi- 
native young Eve, are quietly literal- 
ly brought to life on screen. 

There is, for example, a quite elec- 
trifying dream-like sequence in 
which apparitions of both Christ and 
Buddha invite Eve to join them ina 
dance, which does far more to 
demonstrate the potential rewards 
of embracing a dual heritage than 
any po-faced lecture on the subject. 

Yet, the magical moments 
throughout the film also provide the 
freshness of a child’s perspective on 
the world, and there is much plea- 
sure to be gained from the often 
gleeful irreverence of Eve’s visions, 
whether they are of goldfish that 
sing Chinese folk songs, of chain- 
smoking Tibetan goddesses who fix 
the plumbing or, as in the closing 
moments of the film, of her sister’s 
ascension into heaven after her bap- 
tism. 

Eve and the Fire Horse provides an 
argument for cultural inclusiveness 
that is all the more compelling for its 
visual richness.

Showcase comedy series starring 
Edmonton's own Paul Gross as a 
dissipated, mentally unstable 
actor/ director who finds himself 
thrust into the role of a tony Shake- 
speare festival's artistic director 
because his predecessor, a former 
friend and more recent foe, is carried 
off by a speeding truck as he sleeps 
off a drunk in the middle of a street. 

Now what could be squarer than 
setting a comedy series at a festival 
devoted to Shakespeare? How about 
a comy sub-plot where the deceased 
director keeps popping in from the 
afterlife to goad the director to a) 
save the soul of the increasingly 
compromised, corporate-dominated 
festival and b) make amends with 
his estranged leading lady, who is 
playing Gertrude in the festival's 
flagship production of Hamlet? How 
about a pair of old queen bit players 
who call each other “ducky” and 
comment glibly on the backstage 
action—a device borrowed straight 
from Shakespeare! 

Which is not to say that Slings & 
Arrows is a bad way to spend six 
episodes. It runs quite well on the 
steam it generates and features an 
attractive cast including Gross, 
Martha Burns, Mark McKinney, a bit 
of Don McKellar (but not too much) 
and Rachel McAdams; just prior to 
becoming -young-thing-of- 
the-moment in Wedding Crashers and 
Red Eye. 

Gross is credibly charming and 
unhinged as Geoffrey Tennant, who 
dashed a promising professional act- 
ing career by having a nervous 
breakdown onstage while playing 
Hamlet. Eight years later, he’s helm- 
ing an experimental theatre in New 
Burbage, Ontario that’s about to be 
whipped out from under him by a 
philistine landlord. On the other side 
of the tracks is Oliver Welles

EVERY FATHER CAN EASILY, OCCA- 
sionally imagine his offspring as the 
spawn of Satan. At least, any father 
summoned by his lovable little ban- 
shee’s wails to perform nappy 
changes at three in the morning. 

This momentary fanciful doubt 
over the actual origins of the infant is 
hardly a novel topic, and if Rose- 
mary’s Baby provided a maternal 
perspective, the original The Omen, 
directed by Richard Donner thirty 
years ago, attempted to provide the 
paternal; the child as a foreigner, an 
alien, threatening the father’s posi- 
tion of power. 

The original was not exactly an 
elegant film either, a simplistic story 
embellished by simplistic episodes 
of shock. 

Those of you too young to be 
familiar with it are now being treat- 
ed (no doubt, while waiting for new 
versions of Gone With the Wind, Citi- 
zen Kane, and The Godfather) to a new 
version directed by John Moore—an 
established dabbler in the commer- 
cial clip business who recently 
brought us a remake of The Flight of 
the Phoenix. 

Following the original plot with 
minor changes to accommodate cur- 
rent events, Moore's version—like 
Donner’s before—spends less time 
exploring the devil-child topic, rely- 
ing instead on effects to captivate. 
This works for roughly the first half 
of the movie, during which we learn 
that U.S. ambassador Robert Thorn 

(Liev Schreiber) accepted a devils 
bargain when he agreed to exchange 
an orphaned infant for the stillborn 
child of Mrs. Thorn (Julia Stiles), in 


order to save her the excruciating 
pain of losing a child. 

Unfortunately, though perhaps 
unsurprisingly, the cuckoo which 
grows into Damian Thorn (Seamus 
Davey-Fitzpatrick) carries with it 
unpleasant consequences for the 
Thorns in the shape of unsolicited 
attention from rabid dogs, rabid cler- 
ics and creepy nannies alike, not to 
mention messy “accidental” deaths 
and Armageddon for everyone else. 

The weaknesses lie partially in 
the script itself, and partially with 
the cast. 

The modernized script omits the 
potential to rejuvenate a classic hor- 
ror story and turn it into a powerful 
psychological (horror) drama driven 
by subtleties. 

As for the cast, one can perhaps 
accept Schreiber’s impassive turn as 
a diplomat of the highest level, and 
Stiles as the wife he must have 





as they did with Donner’s version, 
which relied on the talent and expe- 
rience of Lee Remick and Gregory 
Peck—with the veterans among the 
cast: Mia “Rosemary's Baby” Farrow’s 
diabolical nanny, David Thewlis’ 
condemned paparazzo, Pete 
Postlethwaite’s rambling, drug 
addicted priest, and Michael Gam- 
bon’s sadly underutilized alcoholic 
archeologist. 

As for the updates, the seemingly 
endless repetition of the number of 
the Beast and its predictable connec- 
tion to the release date, which no 
doubt sparked the idea of a remake 
in some stuffy boardroom in the first 
place, is silly, and the attempt to pre- 
sent recent events as supernatural 
despite their completely natural ori- 
gins is, at best, nonsensical. 

So, this time around, the Euro- 
pean Union is the work of the devil, 
and the Antichrist has a closer con-

acquired while still in high school, 
but as for Davey-Fitzpatrick, the boy 
at the centre of this protracted yawn, 
let’s just say that combining a sullen 
look with the occasional traumatic 
tantrum isn’t necessarily proof of an 
indubitable connection with the lord 
of darkness. 

In fact, there seems little wrong 
with demon boy Damian, as por- 
trayed by Davey-Fitzpatrick, that 
a damn good dose of discipline 
couldn’t cure.

THEIR EYES DART ABOUT, EITHER SIN- 
gling out an image streaming by on 
the pub's overheard television for 
comment—a colleague's commercial 
for chewing gum, a hip-hop video— 
or simply seeing something that 
strikes their funny bones in the midst 
of Saturday-afternoon shoppers 
swanming by the watering hole’s big 
bay windows (e.g. “Check out all that 
crazy hair,” as a gaggle of teens with 
m tresses parades past). 
eee it’s i ach Bi a stretch 
to imagine how the two guys at the 
table sipping brews will slip into the 
role of actor-hosts when Canada’s 
largest improv comedy festival, Rapid 
Fire's Improvaganza, gets underway 
once again in less than a week's time. 

In other words, actor-writer-direc- 
tors Chris Craddock and Kevin 
Gillese are just pretty fun to be 
around. 

When Gillese turns up for the final 
act of the conversation— he spent the 
afternoon taping radio commercial 
spots for the fest, he lets on that one of 
his geek quirks (more on that momen- 
tarily) lies in his affinity for bad jokes; 
he proceeds to drop a doozy of the 
eye-rolling variety. Henny Youngman 
squirms in his grave. But the way he 
tells it—animated, eyes alight, punch 
line punctuated by a machine-gun 
chuckle—finds you, despite your Bet- 
ter judgment, sharing in the merri- 
ment. 

Although it’s just a natural facet of 
his personality, Gillese is well aware 
that that kind of infectious projection, 
regardless of the quality of material, is 
just the kind of thing performers tap 
into when winning audiences over. 


JUST DO IT 

Earlier, as we waited for Gillese to 
arrive, Craddock, Rapid Fire’s artistic 
director, tried to pinpoint some of the 
other qualities one needs to possess in 
mastering the art of improv. 

“Y've been thinking about that,” he 
says. “Theatresports is a training 
ground, right? Kids come in and usu- 
ally they’re in high school when they 
start with us, and then they go and 
they goand they go. It’s been much 
on my mind—what are the steps?” 

Most important, he says, is hands- 
on experience. Craddock, one of the 
theatre community’s most visible fig- 
ures has been playing the improv 
game for about 12 years and says 
still doesn’t think he’s mastered i 

“You have to start with some 
ent—your brain has to go that 
you have to have the confidence to go 
out on stage and take risks and possi- 
bly fail. Our bumper crop of roo . 
right now are very talented, I’m 
pleased... But then they have to d 
shows—shows after shows, for years. 
And you have to take workshops, ~ 
and you have to take trips to festivals. 
Sometimes with the hyper-adrenal- 
ized T'm going to hit one out of the 
park for my team’ performances peo- 
ple come back changed utterly.”

(In addi- - 
tion to the performances by the above 
and their participation in the annual 
Masters competition, Improvaganza 
serves up its usual offering of public 
workshops and kids’ “Puppetrov.”) 

But experienced as they all are, all 
know that their art holds no fail- 
safe—after all, without risking a 
freefall, where would they get their 
thrills? 

“The depression that comes with 
having done a bad improv show is 
like nothing else I've ever known,” 
Craddock says. “You just feel very 
embarrassed and dirty and bad. It’s 
different than if you screw up when 
you're acting or if you've written your 
play badly, because you're acting and 
writing your play simultaneously. It’s 
very personal for the people who do 
it, and people are extremely sensitive 
about it, even if theyre not generally 
sensitive in other ways in their life— 
people really feel that their improv is 
an extension of themselves.” 


GEEKS AT THE PEAK 

Which brings us back to the pub. 
As we chat, Craddock offers further 
insight into the psyche of the individ- 
ual improviser; almost all, he claims, 
fetishizes something geeky. 

“We used to throw around the 
term cool dork, but that may have 
been too flattering. Improvisers are 
the guys whe hung out by themselves 
in the grammar room in high 
school—you know what I mean? 
We're those guys. Occasionally one 
comes around who can play basket- 
ball or knows about hockey, but a lot 
of us are... it would not be accurate to 
call us ‘cool.’ 

“1 read comic books quite a lot. I'm 
also into movies. And, of course, 
comic book movies,” he says. Hence 
this Improvaganza 2006's superhero- 
themed promotional material. 

From there the conversation steers 
away from the art of improv to what 
perhaps could be considered the heart 
of it, at least Craddock-style. He riffs 
on the latest X-Men film (“merely 
passable”), his disappointment with 
Ang Lee's take on The Incredible Hulk, 
and the promise of the first half of Bat- 
man Begins. That, in turn, leads toa 
discussion of his own filmmaking 
aspirations (he and Gillese co-directed 
the indie flick Tumbuckle); his next 
planned project doesn’t involve men 
in colourful tights fighting crime, but 
it does have a heroic element—he and 
his girlfriend plan on filming health 
relief efforts in Nicaragua. 

Naturally, from there he has no dif- 
ficulty in finding a segue about the 
average improviser’s obsession.in 
keeping up with the best in contem- 
porary comedy (for the record: South 
Park is still kicking it). 

Then, Gillese finally arrives, result- 
ing ina brief conversation about hip- 


~ hop (he’s the MC half of his and Crad- 


dock’s rap‘ roll Chimprov troupe), 
before we get to his joke. 

Qualifying with “T like good ones 
just fine too,” he gives it up. “Ibelieve 
any dog with rabies should be put 
down—f you happen to be holding 
him at the time.” 

Just to make sure there isn’t any 
confusion over the punch line, a pru-

placing a something on the ground:

After a millisecond of silence, the 
aforementioned, stuttering, Gatling- 
gun guffaw kicks in, and what do you 
know?

community. Jon Lachlan Stewart is 
Edmonton’s youngest phenom. 
With Little Room, Grumplestock’s and 
this year’s Twisted Thing under his 
belt, he’s served notice on a grand 
scale that he’s here to stay. 

Who are the names to watch for 
this year? Nicole Moeller, Ryan 
McKinley, Nick Green, Landon 
Miller, and Amy Neufeld are just a 
few. Others will emerge kicking and 
screaming from the halls of high 
school, college and university to find 
a niche in this voracious community. 

You have a weekend remaining.

Up and coming 
NextFest anthology puts the spotlight on new talent 


BOARD BE DAMNED, DIANE BESSAI IS 
adamant when it comes to publish- 
ing the plays of both seminal and 
emerging Alberta playwrights. An 
advocate for the province's play- 
wrights, and a veritable treasure 
trove of anecdotes about them and 
their work, it isn’t surprising she’s 
the force behind two anthologies of 
plays from NextFest—the Syncrude 
Next Generation Arts Festival. 
“Scripts”, she says “are published 
with consensus from the board. I 
can’t always be bothered with that, 
I'll override (the process) if neces- 

. Brad Fraser wouldn’t have 
been published if the board had 
its way.” 

Fraser is still known as the enfant 
terrible of Edmonton in the late ‘80s 
and early ‘90s, but the young play- 
wright had an edge and uniqueness 
that is in keeping with the ten plays 
from NextFest which have made it 
from the stage to the printed page. 
Bessai says this year’s collection of 
five scripts offers great insight into 
the mind of the up and coming gen- 
eration. “This anthology shows a lot 
of variety, it’s cutting edge. One of 
the works (Code Word: Time) shows 
the TV mentality. It’s nicely written, 
a lovely play. One of my colleagues 
was just furious about it, but it’s 
doing exactly what I'd like a play to 
do, it’s quite a shocking play. Beneath 
the Deep Blue Sky shows computer 
domination.” 

Unlike the first anthology, which 
featured a preponderance of solo 
works, the second is more varied. 
Bessai says that Métis Mutt, the only 
solo piece this year, was a no brainer

for inclusion given its success at 
home and abroad; she adored Citrus 
when it was presented at NextFest in 
2004. Grumplestock’s also fit in with 
the mandate to choose an edgy 
ensemble, performative work. “It’s 
about balance. Citrus is ambiguous 
and god knows what's happening at 
the end of Grumplestock’s” . 

Asked why it’s important for 
these unknowns to have paper and 
ink dedicated to their work, Bessai 
pauses and reaches back 29 years to 
the publication Far as the Eye Can See 
by Rudy Wiebe and Toronto's The- 
atre Passe Muraille. It was the first 
volume in the Prairie Play Series. 
Wiebe was a young writer then and 
when Bessai was looking for a pro- 
ject for the very young NeWest 
Press, Wiebe gave her the script fol- 
lowing a production at the leg- 
endary Theatre 3. 

Subsequent publications included 
names like Frank Moher and Gor- 
don Pengilly “They were the kids of 
yesteryear. We were always headed 
towards what was new in theatre. 
1980's Prairie Performance is a poor 
mar/s history of prairie theatre”. 
That tradition continued with 5 from 
the Fringe and Naked at School, an 
anthology of plays for teens by Chris 
Craddock. 

Risk is important, and that sense 
of hanging over the edge has kept 
Bessai interested in Theatre Network 
stemming from the days when “they 
were bouncing around in their days 
of collective creation. They’ve kept 
their reputation for being friendly to 
young writers especially with this 
festival.” 


CROSSROADS OF FIFTH AND 


MADISON 

A microcosm of human tragedy, this sophisti- 
cated piece of physical storytelling plunges 
the audience into the lives of humanity's 
detritus. Political and angry, Ryan McKinley's 
tole blasts the very notion that some people 
are more disposable than others while point 
ing the finger at health cuts, corruption, scan- 
dal and blind ignorance. What saves it from 


becoming a monotonous screed is McKin- 
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Cut over to Festival Director Steve 
Pirot exhaustedly elated in the midst 
of the festival. He shares many of 
Bessai’s sentiments. For him an 
important reason was to reflect the 
festival as it has grown since the first 
anthology’s publication in the fall of 
2000. 

“The festival has changed, the 
artists have grown up and there's a 
new crop. It didn’t represent any of 
that’. Pirot wanted the new book to 
reflect NextFest’s geographical 
reach—each play in the book has 
gone on to subsequent productions 
either at the Fringe or, in the case 
of Citrus and Métis Mutt, outside 
Canada. There's also a better 
male/female ratio in the book and a 
variety of performance styles. “They 
are all different. Some don’t fit in 
with my personal belief of what the- 
atre should do, but as a programmer 
and editor, I can set that filter aside 
and see the merit in what a play like 
Citrus does accomplish”. 

As to what he hopes The NextFest 
Anthology Il accomplishes, those 
goals are straightforward: more pro- 
ductions of the plays in festival, high 
school and university settings, and 
higher visibility for the writers and 
for NextFest itself. “I hope it draws 
more attention to the need for more 
festivals like this and spawns them. 
It makes sense to produce and pro- 
mote work by young writers”. 

Above all, this new sensibility 
should light a fire under audiences 
to experience more of what the new 

generation has to tell them—board 
be damned.

DRAMAFEST SELECTIONS 

Culled from the high school one-act play fes- 
tival Dramafest, these two scripts, The Last 
Thing You Didn't Mean by Tyler Goerz and 
Y'Know, adapted by Stephen Goyette and 
Nathan Lone, present the voices of NextFest’s 
youngest writers and performers. The Last 
Thing examines the dynamics of a young 
couple's relationship, questioning sexuality, 
perception, communication and expectation. 
While the arguments might be dismissed as 
naive, the script is ambitious, offering a non- 
linear storyline and clever use of two best 
friends as a kind of Greek chorus comment 
ing on the action. Goerz has an uncluttered 
storytelling style which is delivered with con- 
viction by the young cast. Y‘Know is also 
ambitious, an adaptation of Annie Thoms’s 
novel With Their Eyes, about the students of 
New York's Stuyvesant High School on 
9/11. The performers/writers isolate the 
yoices, presenting a montage of voices and 
impressions. Moving from observations to 
ponderings the script loses its way some- 
what, but what emerges is o determination to 
question rather than accept the status quo.

Leggy punk rock babes, they're here for a 
a time, attracted to the chloe lurking 
in the hearts of many from the Queen to a 
hapless lad named Apocalypse.

Devised by Ottillie 
Parfitt and Polly Wiseman, Fierce examines 
anger—is it a sin or a virtue? What does it 
take to conquer the challenges of the world 
and find transcendence? A relentless assault 
of images, snippets of story, vengeance and 
words, Fierce is inifially intriguing but loses 
its way due to a lack of focus in both perfor- 
mance and storytelling. Some characters, 
including Fury and Apocalypse, are well 
defined, while others, because of their lack of 
specificity, are confusing. Perhaps it’s the 
journey and not the destination that matters, 
bat the intriguing concept seems stretched 
despite the duo’s sultry appeal. 


SOLO—LULOQUIES

WE'VE ALL BEEN EXPOSED TO THE 
arduous task of deciphering our 
crush’s so-called feelings over the 
hell that is e-mail, and man does it 
ever bite. 

I mean, there's been a time during 
all of our lives—probably when we 
were pubescent drama queens with 
nothing better to do than giggle at 
boys behind brightly painted nails— 
where we've had to sit down and 
decide whether the word “hey” 
appearing on our clunky PC moni- 
tors suggests “I want to dance with 
you to KC and Jo Jo at the next 
school dance,” or, in fact, implies 
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“Tm just saying ‘hi’ because I think 
you're a nerd and I don’t want to be 
mean.” It’s a serious, serious 
predicament to be wrapped up in. 
Really. 

Not that hieroglyphic emoticons 
or shorthand abbreviations are com- 
pletely void of meaning, but when 
you're conversing with a musician 
like Gareth Jones, the vocalist for 
five-piece UK group People In 
Planes, your past talents at coming 
to vital personality-determining con- 
clusions can sure come in handy— 
especially when your interviewee 
doesn’t know what an emoticon is. 


SUM OF THEIR PARTS 

With a hectic touring schedule 
and their latest album, As Far As The 
Eye Can See causing a global commo- 


PICK 
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tion, making time for phone inter- 
views nowadays is becoming harder 
and harder. Luckily, though, Jones 
managed to fire off a few e-mails 
here and there, and while determin- 
ing his wicked wit or biting sarcasm 
through his writing is nearly impos- 
sible without the aid of little smiley 
faces—“Sorry,” he writes, “don’t 
know what [they] are, I’m afraid” — 
we can still catch a glimpse of the his 
attitude towards success via those 
tiny little inscriptions called letters. 

“Recording As Far As The Eye Can 
See was possibly one of our most cre- 
ative periods to date, a major part of 
it being the pre-production process 
with producer Sam Williams,” Jones 
says. “Never having worked with an 
outsider on construction and, in 
some ways, destruction of our 
tracks, it afforded us the luxury of 
seeing things from an impartial 
point of view, which, in turn 
allowed us to make a more concise 
listener-friendly record. 

“[The reception] has been great; 
sales have been steady, which we 
feel is fine for a band that had next to 
no reputation before the release of 
the record, and also the reviews 
have been cool, so I suppose we feel 
that everything is moving along 
quite smoothly.” 

Despite the articulate and humble 
nature of Jones’ words, People In 
Planes—consisting of Jones, Peter 
Roberts (guitar), Kris Blight (bass), 
John Maloney (drums), and Ian Rus- 
sell (keyboards)—haven’t always 
been the most mature or passive- 
aggressive band. 


PLANE FODDER 

In the past, People In Planes have 
had musical visions bigger than their 
guitar-picking fingers, so-to-speak, 
and only recently did the group dis- 
cover an eclectic rock sound that 
matched up with their abilities, 
thanks to the help of the aforemen- 
tioned Williams. 


Williams’ guidance allowed Peo- 


ple In Planes to become listeners on 
top of their ambitious, abstract 
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selves, and as a result, the quintet 
proceeded to weave their ideological 
threads together into an airy, atmos- 
pheric album. 

Like their move towards a more 
refined and focused sound on As Far 
As The Eye Can See, Jones claims that 
the band’s moniker itself suggests 
the continual process they follow 
towards building careers in the 
music industry. 

“The name People In Planes is 
meant to encapsulate the feeling of 
transit that folks have on their jour- 
ney through life, with particular rele- 
vance to our career as a band, never 
actually being anywhere, but always 
traveling to some inevitable destina- 
tion,” he says. 

“Yd have to say that, within this 
last year, we have been very heavily 
schooled in the finer points of the 
music industry—not always pleas- 
ant, unfortunately—but I guess it 
just goes to show that you've got to 
keep your head down and try to 
concentrate on the playing and the 
writing, and let your manager worry 
about that other stuff.” 

While it’s still hard to grasp what 
makes People In Planes different 
from other contemporary artists 
(“We exercise and run long dis- 
tances,” Jones says), or how the 
band’s future goals might compare 
to sex in an airplane washroom 
(“Hopefully our career will last 
longer,” he adds), or even how being 
a musician is like eating really bad 
airplane food (“It’s nothing like it,” 
he contends), it’s evident that Jones 
and the rest of the group harbor a 
sense of humour and youthful jubi- 
lance. 

Emoticons or not, People In 
Planes know how to take a joke, 
especially when asked at what 
moment they got tired of having 
journalists make constant references 
to planes. 

“At this exact moment in time, 
actually... ha!”

Opera singer aims for pop crossover

ALICIA GUILDER IS LIKE ANY OTHER 
young singer excited at a burgeon- 
ing career. 

‘Tm also a little panicky at the 
moment,” admits the 26-year-old 
Fort McMurray native, just in from 
battling traffic after a long day at 
work. That’s understandable— 
everything is happening at once. The 
night before she performed a set at 
NextFest, and now she’s preparing 
for her official CD release at Four 
Rooms this Sunday. 

Yup, sounds like your standard 
struggling young vocalist makes 
good story—except that it isn’t. 

That's because Guilder is a profes- 
sional opera singer—her chorus 
roles at the Edmonton Opera include 
such productions as Turandot, 
Madama Butterfly, South Pacific, 
Lakme, Porgy & Bess, Filumena, and La 
Boheme. 

“T love opera,” she says simply. 
“But I'm also open to doing other 
things—and that’s kind of how this 
album came to be.” 

The album in question is her self- 
titled debut, an independent produc- 
tion that features the local soprano in 
a number of different musical set- 
tings. That was by design—rather 
than constraining herself to the 
world of opera, Guilder decided to 
take a few chances: 

There aren't alot of self-financed 
records coming out from opera 
singers, and even less that feature 
the mix of opera, pop, light classical 
and Sicilian folk that Guilder flirts 
with, 

“T wasn’t even thinking about 
doing it that way,” she admits, “but 
then an acquaintance from Fort 
McMurray made some suggestions 
about what I record.” 

To say it's an oddly ed 
record would be an understate- 
ment—three tracks from Puccini 
operas, two from Mozart, a Sicilian 
folk song, Gershwin’s “Summer- 
time,” and... “Lucy in the Sky with 
Diamonds”? 

That's not the only pop tune on 
the album—she also tries her hand 
at Amanda Marshall's “If I Didn’t 
Have You” and Shirley Bassey’s 
“Never, Never, Never’ as well. They 
work well together, even if there is a 
slight jolt of bemusement when the 


lush orchestration of Puccini's Nes- 
sun Dorma (from Turandot), turns to 
the jaunty, accordion propelled 

“Mamma” (also a favorite of 
Pavarotti) 

She has alternating string quartets 
on the classical pieces, with a crack 
band of session musicians (including 
long time k.d. lang associate Teddy 
Borowiecki) popping up for the pop 
tunes. 

“We did the opera songs over two 
days, and then brought in the other 
musicians,” she says. “The change 
from opera to pop was kind of 
tough, but it’s something that I’m 
getting used to.” 

Guilder understands that people 
might find her musical choices 
somewhat schizophrenic 

“I guess the main reason I’m 
doing it is to try and broaden per- 
spectives,” she says. “I enjoy doing 
both types of music—I kind of have 
Sarah Brightman as an idol when it 
comes to this kind of thing.” 

Brightman came from the oppo- 
site side of the equation—first a 
disco singer and musical theatre per- 
former, she eventually achieved suc- 
cess by presenting a hybrid opera- 








pop formula that piled on the vocal 
dramatics while toning down musi 
cal complexity 

From a very young age there 
never any doubt that Guilder would 
be singing opera—she received pri 
vate vocal training in her pre-teens 
and teens, eventually moving on toa 
Bachelor of Music at the University 
of Lethbridge in 2002. Her orchestral 
debut as a guest soloist came with 
the Red Deer Symphony Orchestra, 
and she re presented Fort McMurray 
at the provincial / national competi- 
tion in Edmonton the next year, 
picking up an award for distinction 
and a recommendation as alternate 
for the national competition in Nova 
Scotia that year 

This is only the start of her career, 
however—Guilder has the ambition 
to take it as far as she can 

“7 want to take this a lot further,” 
she says frankly. “And I'd like to 
have the choice to be able to perform 
both type: s of music, though,” 
stresses, “I have to say that opera 
will always be my first choice. It’s 
my career choice, and what I love 
the most.”

THE PASSAGE OF TIME 

RON SEXSMITH WAS BORN ON JANUARY 8, 
1964—on the same day as Elvis Presley's 
birthday. 

“| know it doesn’t mean anything, but as 
a kid it meant something to me,” says the 
boyishly charming Sexsmith. “It was some- 
thing | would hold on to. You know, you hold 
on to anything you have when you're 
struggling.” 

Just a few years ago, before he started 
receiving accolades and good words from 
people like Paul McCartney, Elvis Costello, 
Lucinda Williams, and Coldplay (who invited 
Sexsmith to join them on tour on two sepa- 
rate occasions), Sexsmith was seriously con- 
sidering doing the “grown-up” thing—get- 
fing a job with the post office and enjoying 
sebiliy and benefits. But the Presley coinci- 
dence kept coming back to him, a little nag- 
ging renee of what he knew he was born 
fo do. 

“| was afraid of anything that was a little 
cushy,” he admits, looking back at his late 
20s (he is now 42). “| was afraid that if | 
had anything to fall back on, | would fall 
back on it—and then | would be miserable, 
ultimately.” 

Sexsmith and | had been slated to do an

interview once prior to meeting in person two 
months ago. We didn’t realize it at first, but 
as we finally got to sit and chat, we both 
understood tt the reason why the interview 
fell through in 2004 was to become one of 
the main sources of inspiration for Sexsmith’s 
new collection of intimate songs, Time Being. 

That summer, a long-time friend of Sex- 
smith’s had suddenly passed away and, 
understandably, talking about an upcoming 
concert and a recent album (in this case, his 
Juno-winning Retriever) didn’t seem as 
appropriate as spending some time in Toron- 
to with friends and family 

“On Time Being, | think there is a preoc- 
cupation with mortality,” softly ventures Sex- 
smith. “I was worried whether or not | could 
record these songs initially because some of 
them seemed a bit gloomy. On one hand it 
means the present, on the other hand the 
album is obsessed with time and the passing 
of time. I've lost a few friends in the past cou- 
ple of years and, you know, I'm not that old. 
I's weird to lose high school buddies who 
were there one minute and then they're 
gone.” 

As it turns out, Time Being isn't all doom 
and gloom. The album tends to be uplifting, 
to focus on the value of the present moment, 
and is constructed around oddball lyrical 
vignettes showcasing a dark sense of 
humour. 


Sexsmith himself shows a slight penchant 
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ramimy awa 





for the acerbic when he talks about the rela- 
tive success he’s been enjoying over the past 
years, getting orends attention and 
ing recognized through Juno nominations. 
“| guess it's always been swirling around 
but it never seems fo land on me,” he says, 
chuckling lightly. “For the last few years I’ve 
been nominated, and I’m always excited to 
go to the Junos—'m a big fan of Canadian 
music, and I've aor been proud. But then 
it’s so silly ‘cause I'll be on the red carpet, 
wearing a rented tux. And it's true of a lot of 
Canadian artists—we're on the red carpet, 
but then we go back to our rented houses or 
apartments with bad plumbing. It’s not like 
Hollywood—those people do travel around 
in limousines—i’s a bit of a dress-up party.” 
Sexsmith takes comfort in small victories 
(finally playing Toronto's Massey Hall, a 
long-time dream of his), or being considered 
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to be part of the old guard of the songwrit- 
ers’ circle like his hero Stephen Foster (“he 
died penniless and alcoholic”), Nick Drake 
(“he'd now fill stadiums if he came back to 
life”), Dylan, Cohen, and Costello. 

“There are some people that come along 
who are just destined to be innovators. | 
haven't invented any kind of music, I'm more 
of a craftsman,” concedes Sexsmith, who 
used to dream of being a rock star like Elton 
John while growing up. “I try to make solid 
tables—or something. | try to write songs 
that, hopefully, will be around after I’m

That's probably why Ron Sexsmith didn’t 
like playing stadiums like New York’s Madi- 
son Square Garden, squeezed between 
Christian, indie-rockers Eisley and stadium 
headliners Coldplay, and having to deal with 
hecklers and “bani fons.” 

“Some of those shows, | felt so depressed 
afterwards,” he says sullenly. “As | got a bit 
older my priorities changed. | love rock stars, 
but | realized that what | wanted to do was 
try to write songs that | could grow old with 
gracefully.” 

“Maybe I'm one of the late bloomers like 
Lucinda Williams—maybe I'll have my Car 
Wheels On a Gravel Road when I'm in my 
late 40s. We'll see.”

“WHAT WE DO NEXT IS GOING-TO BE MORE 
like how we sound,” ventures Moonbox’s 
Kevin Brereton, as he maps the musical evo- 
lution of the local band. “Our tastes are all 
over the place. When we first started play- 
ing, we were 16 or 17, listening to the Chili 
Peppers, No Doubt, The Police. Later on, my 
musical interests went to Radiohead and 
Oasis, and more recently it's been hip-hop, 
Gorillaz, Roots Manuva. All that music is 
pretty varied.” 

Brereton started out as a drummer, play- 
ing with bassist Marc Gareau and guitarist 
Greg Part in the Corduroys. “We put out a 
12-song album, and we learned a lot doing 
that.” Brereton admits, “We could have done 
fewer songs/better quality. That's why we 
fook our fime with the first Moonbox album.” 

When the Corduroys’ singer left, Brereton 
left the kit and picked up frontman duties, as 


well as guitar and keyboards. Drummer 
Evan Coupland signed on, and Moonbox 
sprang into being in the fall of 2004. 

Brereton Shes his role switch had a 
learning curve. “It was very strange for me. | 
still play drums with other people, and it’s a 
different thing than being the main guy 
From the moment we decided | was going fo 
be the singer, | was still trying to learn about 
singing, being a ‘front man.’” 

Stereo, Moonbox's debut, came out late 
lost year and heralded a renewed focus on 
playing live. “We took a year and a half of 
writing solid before recording. The Cor- 
duroys were a little less funky than Moonbox 
We Ye our instruments better, so we can 
get the sounds we want.” 

The band has continued to refine their 
audio identity since the release of Stereo. 
“When we started gigging we did most of 
the album, but when we were playing at first 
we had the same people come to our shows, 
and we didn’t want to be boring so we con- 
centrated on writing new songs,” laughs 
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Brereton. “Most of our sets have new materi- 


al. The stuff we're writing now has more pro- 
gressive, funky beats. The rhythm section is 
more stripped-back in a hip-hop way, not 
cluttered with lots of guitars. But we're exper- 
imenting now, trying to fuse that with ‘60s 
Brit pop, like the Kinks, the Zombies. That 
blend is really cool.” 

Brereton adds that the band wants fo get 
in the studio this summer and record an EP. 
"We're finding our sound a bit more, and 
getting more original as we go on. | think the 
new songs are quite different.”

The first human sound on the 
Ramones debut recording made it 
one of the albums that helped turn 
everything on its head. Ramones is 
the essential, reactionary rock album 
that mined rock ‘n’ roll at its very 
core, at a time when Elton John— 
with the Eagles and Led Zeppelin 
close behind—recorded every 50th 
album being sold, a time when rock 
really dressed in overblown tatters. 

Ramones didn’t sell at all. Many 
saw—and heard—the album as a 
joke. The Ramones had a clear anti- 
image, almost a farce—not unlike 
the minimalist puppets of contem- 
poraries Kraftwerk, who copied the 
Ramones’ “1, 2,3, 4” intros on their

Like Kraftwerk, the Ramones had 
incorporated a specific look, which 
included every member of the band 
bearing the last name “Ramone,” 
leather jackets, tattered jeans with 
knee vents, and worn-out sneakers. 
Coupled with a primitive, anti-intel- 
lectual rock ethic, with roots in 
‘50s /’60s/'70s garage noise, some 
girl pop, a couple of bites of chewing 
gum rock, and generally unsorted 
noise—double the tempos and man- 
gled ona hot plate. 


A HAPPY FAMILY 

The Ramones were part of a mid- 
‘70s New York movement that 
included artists like Tom Verlaine, 
Patti Smith, Richard Hell, and David 
Byrne who had started breaking the 
conventions of that decade’s “ordi- 
nary” musical life. In their view, 
Peter Gabriel and Robert Plant were 
only a few notches above Barry 
Manilow—their music adult, well- 
adjusted, and completely harmless. 

The movement originated ina 
grimy club run by Hilly Kristall, 
called Country Bluegrass, Blues, and 
Other Music for Uplifting Gorman- 
dizers (or Other Music for Urban

Gourmands, depending on whom 
one asks), shortened to CBGB and 
OMFUG—and later to plain and 
simple CBGB's. 

It was there that the Ramones 
played their first gig in August 1974. 
The audience counted five heads— 
six, if you include the bartender’s 
dog. It wasn’t long, though, before 
the circle around artist Andy Warhol 
would find its way to the scummy 
slum that housed the club. CBGB's 
became the centre for the new wave 
of rock emerging in New York. 

It was Sire boss Seymour Stein 
who first profited from the new phe- 
nomenon. 

Though Patti Smith was the first 
from the CBGB roster to sign a 
recording deal (with Arista), Sire 
managed to contract many of the 
other trend-setting acts: Talking 
Heads, Richard Hell and the 
Voidoids, as well as the Ramones. 


BLITZKRIEG BOP 

The debut album was recorded in 
March 1976, with Craig Leon as pro- 
ducer, assisted by drummer Tamas 
Erdélyi (alias Tommy Ramone). The 
final cost for the sessions was $6,200. 
That sum bought Sire 14 tracks 
amounting to 29 minutes of music. 

It was rock minimalism in its 
purest form: sloppy riffs, plucky 
bass, noisy drums, and Joey 
Ramone’s nasal, monotonous vocals 
in a clear New York accent—a far 
cry from the virtuosic musicianship 
and complex instrumentation of 
mainstream ’70s rock.

What the Ramones had, in con- 
trast to many other punk bands, was 
humour. 

The lyrics, which appeared on the 
original inner sleeve, are biting com- 
ments, playful sketches, or bizarre 
nonsense about brain damage and 
sniffing glue. Four, perhaps five, 
lines is all, the most telling example 
perhaps being “I Don’t Wanna Walk 
Around With You,” composed by 
guitarist Johnny and bassist Dee Dee 
the same afternoon they bought 
their instruments to start a band: “I 
don’t wanna walk around with you, 
1 don’t wanna walk around with 








you, I don’t wanna walk around 
with you, so why you wanna walk 
around with me?” 

The publisher thought this was a 
preliminary draft. But the Ramones 
really didn’t have anything more to 
add.

Instead of taking themselves too seriously

duo's call-and-response, hand-clapped, 
“woo"-driven guitar/drums numbers are 
intentionally rough around the edges, deliv- 
ered with taux-French naiveté and little arti- 
fice. To say the least, the band’s unbridled 
enthusiasm bumps rather ordinary material 
up a few notches, but although it’s cool as 
can be at first, the work—sadly—loses 
momentum upon successive plays. 

Hell Is Eux Autres is quite simply a nice, 
unpolished indie gem with a handful of 
songs sticking close to their original points of 
reference (the shouty pop “Ecoutez Bien,” the 
summery anthem “the Things Carried,” 
and the saddest of ballads “Wind And Win- 
dows").

3-D graphics and faster computers and 
internet connections have made virtual 
worlds—and subsequently, virtual sex, more 
and more realistic and explicit 

And while “emergent” sex—that is, when 
people turn a perfectly innocent little video 
game into a potential pick-up joint—has 
shown up in most RPGs like Second Life and 
World of Warcraft, some game makers are 
ready to let go of the pretense and just get to 
the sex already 

Naughty America: The Game is sched- 
uled for release this summer and Spend the 


Night is set to come out later this year. Both 
games are like a graphic version of a chat 
room. An array of characters—from divas to 
surfer dudes—meet and interact in virtual 
environments—in a bar, on the street, and 
most importantly, in the bedroom. But unlike 
the SIMS—where all groping happened 
under the covers—you get full-frontal, hard- 
core pixilated action (in a screen shot sample 
of Naughty America, you see a naked cou- 
ple doing it doggy style). 

Watching a couple of naked avatars go 
at it doesn’t exactly do it for me—in fact, | 
find it a little creepy looking—but from what | 
can tell (neither game is available for trial 
yet), the interface seems more user friendly 
than something like Second Life, which is 
designed for hardcore gamers. 

And that's the key if sex video games are 
to have a mass appeal, says Regina Lynn, 
the Sex Drive columnist at Cape and 
author of the Sexual Revolution 2.0, who will 
be speaking about how to appeal to non- 


gamers at this weekend's conference. -. 


“People are intrigued but if they decide to 
try a game and it’s too hard and they don’t 
have a first good experience, they won't 
come back,” she explains.

Sex Games also need to appeal more to 
women, says Braithwaite, something both 
Naughty America and Spend the Night are 
trying to do. Naughty America allows play- 
ers to set their own “raunch level” from 
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“sexy” to full-on “freak” giving them more 
control over how far things go. 

Just as women offen need time to warm 
up in real life when it comes to sex, they 
don't go from zero to sixty graphically either, 
she says. 

“Women don’t necessarily respond to ‘Hi 
my name's Bob, let’s have sex,’” explains 
Braithwaite. “They might want to start by just 
talking and getting to know you.” 

It's not that women aren't into sex, she

makers need to think about what turns 
women on and then facilitate this.” 
Braithwaite suggests game producers con- 
sult with sexologists, for example. 
Unfortunately, given the number of main- 
stream porn industry players registered for 
the conference, the fetiy seem to be 
heading in the opposite direction. 
And this makes Regina Lynn nervous. 
‘The adult industry is eoking at video 
games and realizing how bie they are,” says 
Lynn. “But | just worry that the entire industry 
will end up in the hands of the porn people, 
and theyll stop consulting with the games 
people on how to keep it a game.” 





She hopes the many women in game 
development will get involved at the ground 
level to. stop it from simply tuming into anoth- 
er extension of the existing mainstream porn 
industry. 

“| really want sex video games fo be suc- 
cessful,” says Lynn. “They have such potential! 
to be a safe, enantio pl meer sex 
ual exploration that could help us in our rec 
life relationships and sex lives.” 

As for concems that people will be spenc! 
ing too much time having “sex” online to 
even have real life sex lives, Braithwaite 
scoffs.
